ENGLAND WANTS PROTECTION 
AGAINST AMERICA. 



' I don'fcknow wliatis the matter with 
mo, but I certainly am not drunk— I nev- 
er drink anything intoxicating. I ■was 
perfect in my part at rehearaal this morn- 
ing, but now I cannot recall a word of 
it." He retired, and anotlior actor read 
the rest of his part. Hia trouble was par- 
alysis of the brain, and there ia not much 
hope of his recovery. 



Mr. Joniiings, cunciipondent of the N. 
T. Herald, writos troui London: The fact 
ia that the cry for protection is daily 
growing stronger in this country. Two 
members of the Cabinet have argued 
it- the inmesaud Telegraphhayo taken up 
the tale. But it will Hot do. The work- 
ingmon are thoroughly alarmed. They 
see American calicoes in every shop win- 
dow and know they are admitted into "us 
country duty free. They know also Eng- 
lish goods are not admitted mto the 
United States, oscopt at prolubitivo rates. 
Hence they say, " Give us a protective 
tariff also; wo cannot go ou fighting 
against all the rest of the world on tLose 
nnequal terms. Wo are paying too dear 
for being on the right side ot political 
economy." It will be imposaiblo to dis- 
regard this cry much longer. Of coursB 
the pbilsBophors are very much startled 
and puzzled, as they generally are when 
a hard, practical question of evory-day 
life suddenly stares them in tlio face. Hut 
how are they going to provulo a remedy 
for the commercial disaster which now 
threatens England ? How can they deny, 
indeed, that free trade is practically in- 
iuring England at this moment? U all 
the world adopted the same prinpiple as 
the basis of commorco, no doubt it would 
work well enough, But at the present 
timfe England stands absolutoly alono. 
Everybody can sell in her shop; she is 
not aUowed ta sell in any shop bat hoi- 
own. and that is half filled with better and 
cheaper wares made by foreigners. I'or 
on that point we may take what the Timsc 
market report says as rather under tban 
above the mark: "The business done with 
Australia and New Zealand m Birming- 
ham and Sheffield is not a teuth of what 
it was three years ago. There is evidence 
that the Anslralian orders for American 
hardware have increased in the same 
period nearly twentv-fold, owing as is al- 
leged to the superior quality, design and 
finish of these goods, and in no way to 
their chenpneas." And the same thiug is 
true of cotton manufactures. I recollect 
that Mr. Baymond once argued the ques- 
tion of free trade out with Vernon Hur- 
oourt and Mr. (now Sir) Jamea Eitzjames 
Stephen. It was in London in 186G. 
"You will ruin yourself in America,' said 
the two English lawyers, "by your pro- 
tectionist policy." " On the contrary, 
■aid Mr. Baymond, "we shall develop our 
manufacturing skill, just as yoa did, and 
when we have equalled or surpassed you 
•we shall throw open our markets— just as 
▼on did also. For, remember that you 
kept to protection until you had learned 
to make bettor and cheaper things than 
the rest of the world, and then, and not 
till then, yon gave it up. We shall prao- 
tioe the same policy." I need not say that 
Messrs. Harcourt and Stephen declined 
to see any force in Mr. Raymond's views, 
but time has proved that there was' a good 
deal more in them than his aiiclitorB then 
thought. "What would ho have said could 
he have lived to see free -trade principles 
apparently gaining ground in his own 
ooiintry, and protectionist doctrines mM- 
ing rapid headway in Engkad ?

The Rev. John Postlewaite, a mem- 
ber of the Ulverston Board of Guard- 
ians, was yesterday summoned for 
disobeying an order made upon him 
for the uon-vacoiustion of his three 
children. An objection, that the act 
had been suspended owing to an 
epidemic of measles, having been over 
ruled, tho defendant was fined IDs. 
and costs. He used the same argument 
that many others used — that he was 
advocating the liberty of the subject, 
and added that England was at present 
under the tyranny of State doctors. 
He assured tho magistrates that ho had 
nothing to distrain upou except tho 
clothes on his back, as he had convey- 
ed all his property to trustees for tho 
benefit of his motherless children, aud 
he 'would rather die in prison than that 
his children should rot through the 
effects of vaccination. 

A batch of American masons, fifty- 
eight in number, arrived in London 
ou Wednesday. Tiiey were met at 
Graveneud by a deputation from the 
Master Builders' Association, and con- 
veyed by special .steamer to the Temple 
buildings where they are to be em- 
ployed. The arrival of so large a body 
of strangers soon called together a 
crowd, and the upjoearance of tho niou 
was scanned very closely. Tboj look- 
:ed a- very fine body, ^nd some of them 
tad the appearance of being of u 
superior class. At tho Temple pier 
they wore met by a deputation from 
tho Masons' Central Strike Committee, 
and at once au attempt was made b^- 
tbo parties on strike to induce tho 
Americana to abandon their project. 
As a large crowd'had by this time as- 
aombled, the police at once ordered 
tho deputation off, not, however, be-- 
fore they had induced one or two of tho 
men to go with tbom to their head- 
quarters in Masou atreet. Tho re- 
mainder of the party . then proceeded 
inside the works with their luggage. 

Tho trial of Chief Inspector Clarke and 
Detective Inspectors Meiklejohn. Druseo- 
vich, aud Palmer, with Mr. Froggatt, ho- 
licitor, has commenced at the Oen- 
tral Criminal Oooit, and is eipeot^d to 
last a fortnight.

John FitzalloD -was arraigned for shoot- 
ing at Michael Finerty with intent to

Tbo prisoner, who was defended by Mr. 
Walkem, pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. MoHon, instructed by Mr. Drake, 
appeared for the Orovn. ' * 
A jury was sworn in. 
Mr. Mason, in opening the cnse for the 
prosecution, said the defoiidunt and pro- 
secutor were neighbors. Unfortunately, 
however, they have not been living as 
such, and only a few •n'oeka previous tho 
prisoner was bound over to keep tho peaco 
on complaint of the pi o.-(;cutor. 

Michael Finerty, being sworn, st.itad 
that on tho 10th of October List he was on 
tho Gordonhoad road dumping a load of 
wood when ho heard a gun lired, the ball 
of which passed by hia faco; he was then 
standing on the ground taking tho wood 
off the wagon; the sound of the gun camo 
from the direction of Fitzallon's property; 
he heard tho sound of the bullet puss Ije- 
tween him and tho horsos; soon afterwards 
beard the snap of agun-oap;Palrick Houli- 
han was with him; looked round, butcould 
inot see anyone, as there was n small piece 
lof bbrnbboiy in tlie woy; went for another 
uoad of wood; then oame into town as ho 
Ihonght it w.As not safe to be out there; on 
■tarting saw Fitzallon come out of his 
wroperty and go upon witness' farm; had 
'seen tho prisoner on tho publio road 
ibout 10 minutes prior to the Uring; it 
may havo been about iiii liour after the 
firing that bo saw the prisoner going to- 
ivards witnens' property; on Monday, tlio 
6th October, ho had taken a summoiis 
ut agninst tlio prisoner for using threat- 
ening language. 

In answer to Mr. Walkem witness said 
ho had several neighbors round and sup- 
posed ho was on good terms with thorn; 
liad hud Mr. Sores up for shooting at 
his brother; abio another man for .shooting 
ut his cow; ho would bo on giK.MUonns with 
INIr. Hores if ho was a guoilninii; when 
tlie ball j»assed him ho ^vas standing (jn 
tho roiKi; luul two horses (A pl;iii of 
the road was here shown to tho witness, 
but he would say nothing as be knew 
nothing of tho plan;) would sweor that 
the shot came from tho corner of I'^itz- 
aileu's property near th« kitchen gardi-'ii; 
was certain ho heard ;t lull pass bis face; 
tho wagon was between him and the rc- 
jjort of tho gun; had nearly iinished un- 
loading tho wagon; could see tho fence 
xover the wagon; the horses made a jump 
jto'rnn, but •srhen he called out to them 
/they stopped ; beforo the Blu)t was fired 
saw ail Indian ; could umI swear whether 
ho had a gun or not; iieitlier of \.\v>.m had 
a chit with (he Indian after the .shot wis 
fired; stated in court that i-'ilzallen was 
about 150 y;irds from liis house: this was 
beforo tho shootiiir_'. 

Eo-examined by !\Ir. Mason — Thowa^on 
is an ordinary cnie and has no board sides. 

in answer to his Ijonlshii)— Tho wagon 
is au ordinary cord wood wagon. 

Patrick Houlihan, being sworn, said ho 
rcmoMbered tho 10th Ootober: ho was 
drawing wood out of tho bnab on tho 
"pordou Head roa 1, tliis was abtniLl) or 10 
Jo'cl()>!!; ; lii'ar.l a shot from a gun ; wiis just 
tho K'nt,'tli of his team from Finerty;

Thi 1 iliiishing the defence, Mr. Wal- 
];em in a few words reviewed tho evidence 
gi-, ei; belli for !ho iirosecntion and also 
for the defence, referring at somo length 
to the evidence given by Mr. Stei^hons 
which eouelusively proved tho absurdity 
of tho charge, which* ho characterized as a 
most viniiictivo one.

In diamis.sing tho caso His Lordship 
stated that he should certainly not order 
tbo witnesses for the prosecution to bo 

indicted for peijury, and ho connidered 
thatit v.'ouldhavt! been for more satisfac- 
tory for the Court and jury if tho hawk 
before tuentioiioil had been produced 

Tho Court v.'us then adjouriiod till 10 
a.m. to-day wbou Felix Miirtin •svill bo 
put on bis trial for arson.

— A Conslantinoplo 
tolegram reports that tho Euhsians havo 
summoned Mukhtur i^aslia to surrender 
ICrzoroum, but tho place will bo held to 
tho last ostromity by order of tho Sultan. 

Ali Said telegraphs from Scutari that 
40,000 MontenegriHS who attacked the 
position defending the road from Antivari 
to-Scutari have been repulsed with a loss 
of 3000 killed. 

Athens, Nov. 20. — In the chamber to- 
day a dejnity moved f jr consular reports 
relating to outrages committed by the 
Turkish troops in provinces'bordering on 
Qreoco, and tho measure's taken by the 
Porto to prevent such crimes. Minister 
Trincoupo replied andopposed tbo motion, 
and declared tho Gov't would do its clear 
duty and produce tho documents at the 
jiropor time, but not now. 

Chicago, No\. 21.— The Times' Loudon 
special says the leading Tarcopbile news- 
papers demand that England shall declare 
war at onco against Russia. Thoro is 
much excitement among the loaders of tho 
English Tnrcopbiles, but the musses are 
q«iot. 

The Russians are concentrating west of 
Plevna between Isker and Vid, covering 
the road leading from-Plevna to Widden, 
Viralka and Grohonie. Every point of 
egress is covere'd with ontrencbmonts so 
disposed as to present a front to both Os- 
man and ^Mehemet Ali I'aslins. Tho Turks 
are ei^ually active in organizing relief. 
Troops are bcdng drawn from every part 
of tho Europeau field, There have also 
been new levies from depots atOonstanti- 
nople and Phillipopolis. It is certain that 
Mehemot Ali Pasha has very nearly 55,000 
men, many of whom arf3 veterans. 

Vr.nsAinniis, Nov. 21— Tho Chamber of 
Deputies, by a vote of 1!)7 to 210, today 
passed the motion introduced by M. Bott- 
mount for tho majority, that in view of 
the doctrine enumerated by the Duke da 
Broglio yesterday, the chamber being re- 
solved to maintain its prerogatives against 
encroachments, adjourns the discnssion 
on the validity of tho election of M.Eeill, 
Under Secretary of the Interior, until the 
EloctoralAbuses Committee shall have re- 
ported on luB doings and upon oflicial 
interference. M. Marion urged that as 
tbo Ministry had resigned and no regular 
(iovernmeiit existed, that tho Chamber 
ought to adjcairn. Tlio Chamber, not 
withstanding the prote.'-ts of the right, 
agreed by a vot'i of 23ii to 231 to adjourn 
until Thiu'sd;i3 . 

In the Bureau, Gambotta being asked 
whether tln^ I/oft would vote direct taxes 
at once replieol, timt deponds on eiroum- 
stances. The altitude of the .Chamber of 
Deputies ereati'd a det^ji imprcssu))! overy- 
whero. 'The Senate to-day adjourned un- 
til Thursday. The Jh'.fenee urges tho 
President to (dect an energetic War Min- 
ister, as tho Minister of War may in a few 
days bo called upon to pky a lorepouder- 
ating ])art in tho now Cabinet.

THE COLLIERY EXPLOSION AT 
HIGH BLANTYRE, SCOTLAND. 

Two Hundred and Fifteen Liveg Lost ! 

The pits, which belong to Messrs. Dixon 
& Co. (Limited), extensive mine-owners 
iu the west, employed several hundred 
men, and, on the morning of the 22d ult., 
230 descended the shafts in pursuance of 
their ordinary avoc;^tion. Shortly before 
nine o'clock an o.\plosion of fire-dani2) 
took place, it is suioposed, in tho south- 
west portion of No. 2 pit. Tho exploded 
gas aoems to havo scoured tho workings, 
finding exit by tbo shaft of No. 3 i;ifc,6omu 
750 yards distant. Tho shaft was com- 
pletely shnttorod. and all communication 
with tho bottom cut off; while at No. 2 pit 
after some thirteen bodies hod been rooo- 
yored,oi}eration8 had to bo suspended ow- 
ing to the accumulation of choke-damp. 
'I'hc exploring parties heard somo of tho 
imprisoned men shouting in tho vioiuity 
of the No. 3 shaft, and threo men and a 
hoy were presently rescued; but tho hoy 
died in a fe^w minutes. Threo of the 
most skillful mining engineers declared 
that a week would elapse beforo any work- 
ing parties would be able to get through 
the vast amount of dehrU that has block- 
aded the shaft and reach the dead. 
High Blantyro, the scone of tho catastro- 
phe, lies about seven miles to the south- 
east of Glasgow, on what is known as tho 
old road between that city and Hamilton, 
The exploring party reported that in the 
workhig the dead were lying iu heaps, 
and that nothing could be moro "corie" 
than to wander amongst them looking for 
tho living. But by and by, not finding 
any more of tho objects of thoir search, 
thoy collected a number of the dead at 
the foot of the shaft and brought tbem to: 
tho surface. During their removal thence 
the scene was most affecting; tho men 
seemed subdued and uwo-struck, and tho 
women sobbed pitifully. Ono aged ma- 
tron peered at each corpse and cried out, 
I'ls it my .lohnny?" Tho lad whose death 
is mentioned above was quite ■ sensiblo 
when discovered, and said to the man who 
found him, "Man, I've wearied for ye; I 
have been here threo days." The total 
loss of life ia 215. Tho cause of the ex- 
plosion will probably never be known. 
Six bodies wore found near tho bottom 
of tho shaft, ono of them being Ihut of 
Thomas Gilmour, the underground mana- 
ger. When he was found his leg WM 
broken, being under the body of a horse. 
It was tbougbt that but for this unfor- 
tunate occurrence be might havo saved 
himself, as he asked ono man to assibt 
him in getting rid of the encumbrance; 
but, although help was given, it was of 
no use, and themansaid, "Well, Thomas, 
[ must either leave you or lie down and 
die beside you." The poor fellow re- 
plied, "Well, go, and leave me and save 
yourself."
